Career educat;J.on should begin in grade one or eajrlier aind continue - 
throughout^ the productive life of the individual. 

The concept of developmental career education dictates fhe necessity 
for a total educa^tional program which is 'relevant to- the world of work in 
elementary students, exploratory experiences for junior high students, 
and for senior high students, knowledges, and skills necessary to pursue 
further education or to become employed. 

It is not conceived to replace pr be in addition to any educational 
programs' in existance. It<Ls intended, however, to make educational 
subject matter more meaningful and relevant to an individual through 
restructuring and focusing concepts around a career d^ve]>opment theme. 

From the inception of career education in Alabama, until ^September of 
1974, activities concerning implementation vjere coordinated through an 
Appalachian Career Education staff Under the auspices of the Vocational 
^Education and Community Colleges Division of the Alabama State Department 
of Education ► 



In October, 1974 a new uni^ dubbed Career Services and Industrial Arts 
was assigned direct responsibility at the state level fotr program develop 
ment and supervision of Vocational Guidance and Placement (now termed Career 
Guidance), Special Needs .^Iducation, Industrial Arts and divisional 
activities related to Career Education • These areas ajre drawn together 
under one umbteXla in an effort tb coordinate and make more effective the 
contribution of eath to the overal^l program. Career Guidance is a fundamental 
component of career education and, it has many of the same *feOals and objectives. 
Industrial Arts i'9 a' necessary component to complete exploratory experiences.
